In Amending the Act of March 3, 1891, 


to Prevent the Perpetuation of Un- 


lawful Grants of Public Lands, 


Pointed Out. 


WASHISQTOU, Jan. 18.—The president 


sent a special message to the house 
yesteday regarding land-grant rail- 
roads, in which he says that he de- 
sires to invite attention to the neces- 
sity for prompt legislation in order to 
remove the limitation of the 
time 


within which suits may be brought by 
the government to annul unlawful or 
unauthorized grants of public lands. 
He reviews the laws on the subject 
and says: 


"By section eight of the act of March 


8, 1891, it is expressly enacted that 
.suits by the United States to vacate 
and annual any patent heretofore is- 
sued, shall only be brought within five 
years from the passage of this bill. 
This period of five years will expire on 
ilarch 31, 1896. 
Of course, no suit by

Options on Battlefield of Shiloh. 


MONTIUELLO, 111., Jan. J8.—A letter 


was received here yesterday from the 
secretary of war notifying the officers of 
the Shiloh Battlefield Association that 
the options held by thorn on the lands 
of the Shiloh battlefield could not be 
used by the government, owing to the 
fact that congress at the close of the 
last session passed aa act placing a 
limit on the amount of money to be ex- 
pended for lands on the battlefield to 
$20,000. One owner has asked the gov- 
ernment $L},000 for 180 acres. Con- 
demnation proceedings were instituted 
and the jury awarded him 85583. 
He 


will appeal the case. A purchasing 
agent has been kept on salary for one 
year, at a cost of §2,400 to the govern- 
ment, and not one acre has he secured. 
Unless congress removes the restriction 
on tho price to be paid, there will be 
very little land purchased on that bat- 
tlefield. The options expire March 4,

committee on foreign affairs to report 
on Mr. Livingston's Venezuela resolu- 
tions without more delay. 
No confir- 


mation or denial of the report of the 
squadron's movement is obtainable 
from authentic sources at the navy de- 
partment, but belief exists that it is 
probably true. If it proves true to 
the satisfaction of the department it is 
thought probable that the white 
squadron will be ordered to Venezuela 
waters. 
"I have no doubt of the accuracy of 


the report that that British flying 
squadron is headed for Bermuda,' 
•aid Congressman Livingston, of Geor- 
gia, yesterday 
He added: 
"More- 


over, the squadron will go thence to 
Venezuela. I knew it the other day 
when I offered my resolution directing 
the president to check the British ad- 
vance and to compel them to withdraw 
their re-inforcements at their Vene- 
zuela outposts. I tried so to inform 
the house but Boutelle objected. The 
squadron will, I understand, choke the 
payment of the 87,500 damage bill out 
of Crespo and then offer him three or 
five miliions in gold for the disputed 
tewitory. 
My information is relia- 


ble." 


"How 
about the Venezuela constitu- 


tion prohibiting the transfer of terri- 
tory to another nation?" 


"Vive millions of dollars in gold, 


backed up by a crack British squad- 
ron, are not unlikely to play hell with 
a South American constitution." 


"What are yon going to do about 


•t?""I can do nothing till the foreign 
affairs committee makes its report. 
That done, I shall push my resolution 
directing the president to stop this 
hostile action of Great Britain, and I 
have no doubt it will go through the 
house like » flash through a train of 
powder. 


"We have got to act. This nation 


cannot afford to permit the Vene- 
zuela question to be settled in such, 
to us, ignominious manner. The ad- 
ministration may think it all right and 
in conformity with the Monroe doc- 
trine to have European nations buy 
laud on this side of the water, but con- 
g*ess does not. neither do the people, 
as will shortly be proved to the satis- 
tion of everybody, on this side and on 
the other side of the globe, as soon as 
we get a chance to vote on the ques- 
tion."

gust 23, 1894,' payment whereof 
is 


demanded for the appropriation of 
8238,269 08, made in the sundry civil ap- 
propriation act of March 2, lHi>.">. Said 
claim, together with all vouchers, pa- 
pers, documents and proofs pertaining 
thereto, is herewith transmitted to the 
court of claims, under section 1,003 of 
the revised statutes for trial and ad- 
judication, in order that a judgment 
may be entered under the provisions of 
section 1,064." 


The claim involves controverted 


questions of law and of constitutional 
construction. The decision will fur- 
nish a precedent for future action of 
the proper accounting officers of the 
treasury in the adjustment of a large

Failures for nine days of January 


have shown liabilities of 85,568,000; 
against $4,522,531 last year in ten days, 
and59,041,225 in eleven days of 1894. 
Failures for the past week have been 
much larger in magnitude, numbering 
395 in the United States, against 373 
last year, and 81 in Canada, against 80 
last year. 


The situation could hardly be more 


perplexing for business men. Practi- 
cal merchants, 
manufacturers 
or 


bankers can have little sympathy for 
those who minimize their difficulties. 
None doubt that the government will 
raise money to meet obligations, but 
how far the money market will be dis- 
turbed or the treasury reserve first 
diminished none can say. The busi- 
ness world can not know as yet how 
far foreign questions may upset calcu- 
lation, though there seems every rea- 
son to expect p«aueful settlement. 
It 


can not hnow what may be the duties 
on any important class of imports a 
month hence; whether imports are 
likely to exceed exports, and draw 
away gold; whether the deficit of rev- 
enue will continue, or what other tax- 
ation will be levied. 


Failure of the senate thus far to 


take any action upon financial meas- 
ures proposed by the president or 
those passed by the house affects un- 
favorably all branches of business. 
Under such adverse circumstances it is 
actually encouraging that shrinkage 
in transactions and resulting commer- 
cial disasters have not been greater. 
But four large failures witKin "a da^r 
or two indicate that the same condi- 
tions cannot continue without ranch 
embarrassment. 


Domestic trade shown by clearing- 


house payments is 8.8 per cent, larger 
than last year, but 27.8 per cent, less 
than in 1893, and, in nearly all trades 
there is mttch hesitation. Railroad 
earnings for the flrs, week of January 
were 5.7 per ceat. larger than in Janu- 
ary, 1895, but 13.5 per cent, less than 
in 1893. December shows a gain of 8.7 
over 1895, and a decrease of 7.5 com- 
pared with 1893. 


Stocks steadily advanced until Fri- 


day, but the failures brought a more 
cautious feeling. After rising on the 
average 81.51 per 
share, 
railroads 


closed 81.30 higher for the week. Spec- 
ulation in products was not very active 
and wheat was practically unchanged, 
though Atlantic exports for two weeks, 
Hour included, have 
been 4,485,190 


bushels, against 4,273,124 last year. 
Western 
receipts 
still 
make 


short 
crop 
predictions ridiculous, 


amounting for two weeks of January 
to 5,421,900 bushels, against 2,559,0(10 
last year. 


Corn receipts were also liberal, and 


exports about five times last year's. 
Cotton receipts still indicate a yield 
neither as small as Mr. Neill's re- 
iterated estimate of 6,500,000 bales, 
nor as large as the 7,000,000 bales esti- 
mated by others, but it is yet to be 
seen whether supplies held for better 
prices are 
of consequence. 
The 


price declined an eighth, with ac- 
counts of narrower demand by spin- 
ners abroad and declining prices for 
goodi in this country. 


Cotton goods are not quotably low- 


er, but concessions to secure business 
are reported in many instances, and 
many of the mills have been running 
largely in anticipation of orders no*, 
yet received. 


There is a little better inquiry for 


staples, with indications that dealers' 
stocks are running low. The opening 
of fine and fancy woolens has brought 
no change in prices, and revisions 
caused by recent openings of worsteds 
have been generally 
toward lower 


prices. 


The pig iron output weekly, Janu- 


ary 1, was 207,481 tons, a decrease of 
9,316 or 4.3 per cent, in December, and 
unsold stocks increased 91,125 tons, or 
over twenty thousand weekly, while 
the great steel companies, whose 
stocks are not reported, produced in 
December 342,936 tons. The produc- 
tion is so far beyond the present de- 
mand for finished products that tem- 
porary stoppage of many furnaces is 
expected. 


Yet pig iron is higher, Bessemer 


about 50 cents and gray forge and 
anthracite 25 cents, although finished 
products are generally weaker, with 
less demand. 


Controllers of the coal and coke out- 


put are said to hare agreed to main- 
tain prices above those of 189,1, which 
means dearer pig iron; but if orders 
for finished products do not materially 
increase the advance in material can 
hardly be maintained. 


Minor metals are weaker. Shipments 


of boots and shoes for the week have 
been 23 per cent, less than last ;-ear, 
But many of the factories are running 
full and orders are scanty, buyers still 
believing that prices must go lower.
